public ill general. Discussion arose on all 
topics ol' interest and tliu grievruices suirored 
by various nioinbers who wero employed in 
tlxe service of dlfTeront companies. 
Tlio dis- 


cussion of this question brought to liprht tlwit 
it wus tho unanimous opinion of all tole- 
gruphers employed at tho Western. Union 
ol'.ic-e in Chicngo nud elsowhero that tho 
Imowlcdgo ot business, good judgment, and 
tlio high order of talent required to perform 
too service of the overlaud, cable, "Western 
Associated Press, stocks, gruiti mid provision 
and other circuits should be compensated in 
cxoess of thoso handling tho ordinary busi- 
ness. Iu accordance with this opinion tho 
brotherhood drew up nud presented tu tho 
ofilcors of the Western Union company In 
Chicago a bill euibodying tUo above, and this 
bill was presented, uot by a committee, but 
bv tbo individuals themselves who performed 
these duties. Tho operators presented this 
bill during tlio early pnrt of tlte year 1SS1. 
The officials promised to see what thoro was 
iu this i-onuest, and after a thorough investi- 
gation to notify tho men of their decision. 
After waiting for over nine months and re- 
ceiving no reply, the brotherhood rnergod 
iuto tho present association. That petition 
is probably to-day iu a pigeou-holo in Supt. 
Tubbs' office. 


Tho refusal of tho telegraph companies to 


recognize our committee menus that $10,000,- 
000 expended in demonstrating their ability 
and williiisiiesa to oppress tho working classes 
will 1» spent to better advantage than ouo- 
half, that sum, which would pay for a number 
of years increase demanded by tho telegraph- 
ers. If the people wish to hnvo monopolized 
power nnd capital soize tho rains of govern, 
mont, let them withhold thoir sympathy and 
support from tlio strikers. 
If tlio public 


heart has not ceased to lovo justice and re- 
gard tlio rights of tho masses, let tho strikers 
bu sustained. If the strikers had as little re- 
gard for tho law and tho rights of the people 
as havo their oppressors, the capitalists, 
they would ditch both polos nnd wires before 
sunrise the following day. Tho strikers will 
win, nud it the newspapers aro not cowards 
Uiey will do right. They know how it is. 
They havo tasted some of tiio nauseating 
medicine which lias sickened tho operators, 
and should cast thoir lot with houost and 
united labor iu its struggle with greed and 
monopoly, even though tho telegraph com- 
panies may threaten revenge to them as well 
as tho operatoi-s. This is a progressive ago, 
and consequently it cannot be expected that 
tho laboring classes will submit to being 
domineered ovor in a manner little short 
of iibsoluto, slavery. 
It is only fitting 


that a calling upon which tho world at large 
is so dependent should bo first to .establish 
tho principle- that they havo au indisputable 
right to recognition at the hands of man 
thi'y are supporting in independent and lux- 
urious elcgancu. Tho Western Union being 
the largest an«.l most domineering ol' tho tolo- 
gravl' eoiuiumk's the light is most particu- 
larly against thorn. Tho end oC tun brother- 
hood was not attained when they walked 
out, 
That was only tho initiatory stop in 


asserting their rights, namely, that they re- 
ceive tho rospoetfid consideration duo any 
body of uii'ii. Tho situation is not the samo

They havo uumborloss contracts 
they will bo compelled to comply with or

They will Ire utterly un- 
able to perform this labor without tho nssist- 
unco oC the men now on strike. They never 
will got theso men unless they do it through 
their oxocntivo committee in New York. Tho 
company can not hope to educate mon, for 
they could not hope to do so in two years and 
give any dogreo of satisfaction. Tho oxlstiug 
low salaries were calculated to drive good 
men out of tho business, leaving it to incom- 
petent and inexperienced persons, tho public 
having to snll'er tho loss aud inconvenience 
resulting

The sub- 
joined statement shows what a surrender will 
cost. A stubborn resistance can only result 
in a total annihilation of financial supremacy.

[KM- cent, on thoii- watered stock. Tho aver- 
ago salary now being paid commercial opera- 
tors is J34.4S per month. 


TUE SITUATION AT CHICAGO. 


Tho situation among the striking teiegi'aph- 


crs has suffered no material chuugo. 
The 


Westara Union company ran on without in 
torruptiou, and the Baltimore & Ohio did the 
samo. The past twenty-four hours, there was 
little or no business offered for tho companies 
to do. It oumoln very udvautagoously to (hi- 
working telegraphers, as tlioy were, for thu 
most! part, tlrod'out with tiw oxtru labor do- 


ving on them, and readily took the oppor- 


tunity offered them for a rest. Tho force re- 
quired to bo on hand was about one-fourth 
tho usual week-day fores. They had no diffl • 
culty whatever in transacting the hnsinus-s 
which presented itself.

OEKEHAI. HEPOItTS. 


Reports from telegraph centers ull over 


tho couutry vary as the interest of tho send- 
ers vary. The company's reports aro to the 
effect that everything is going on smoothly, 
and that tho backbone of the strike is broken. 
On the other hand, the Brotherhood has re- 
ports ol1 a precisely contrary nature. They 
say that everywhere thoir lines nre unbroken, 
and that tlio company 
is utterly unable 


to transact the necessary business; that nyiw 
of tlio ollices have anything liko the number 
of men necessary; that serious mistakes aro 
inadu in tho transmission of thu Inisinnsn 
taken, aud that tho business iisoll' has fiillon 
on" immensely on account of thu luck of con- 
fidence by the public in tho ability of thu 
company to transact it. 


T1IR STRIKERS. 


At a meeting of the telegraphers tho groat- 


e«t coufldouco was exhibited. A number of 
speoi'lit's were made. Mr. HerricgVon, of 
Yorkvillo, 111., an attorney and an ox-tele- 
grapher, addressed the meeting at consider- 
able length, lie said lio tried ou Snturday

such a manner that they could not refuse it. 
Tho givers stated that nioro would follow 
whenever it was needed, A young gentleman 
named Angus Stewart gave §10, and told tho 
committee that they could draw on him for 
$10 weekly, as ho was with them aud wanted 
to seo them win. 


Tho most encouraging reports are made by 


tho press committee, tho members of which 
furnish numerous Instances going to show that 
tho Western Union is very much embar- 
rassed in its business. 


Tho board of trade business, the brother- 


hood mon claim, has fallen off from over one 
thousand messages to ninnty messages daily, 
and tho errors with the present force of in- 
ferior operators havo increased Ironi au av- 
erage of thirtecen to eighty' daily. 


Tho striking delivery clerks claim that in- 


stead of au average delivery of 4,400 mes- 
sages previous to tho strike it now aggregate' 
only 1.5SO. 


THE BATIJIOBE & OHIO. 


The position of the Baltimore & Ohio, like 


the general situation, remains unclianguL 
Supt. McCulloch said that ho had received 
official notification from headquarters con- 
firming tho report that tho company h.-id an- 
nounced its willingness to negotiate for a 
liberal settlement with the employes, but re- 
fusing pointedly to recognize the executive 
committee. Ho said that this decision of llr. 
Garrett was definite and final, and that so far 
as lie know the company would not givo 
in a hair-breadtb. The brotherhood is equally 
as determined, and Master Workman Horn's 
said that tho recognition of tho brotherhood 
was the principal point of contention, and 
that tho members would renounce all hopes 
in the strike sooner than recede from their 
flat: "No recognition of tho committee, no 
compromise." Tho fight has now narrowed 
itself down to tho simple issue of which side 
shall givo in. Each claims to bo ablo to held 
out, and tho contest may be prolonged for 
weeks unloss oithor side weakens. 


BALTIMORE, July Co.—The most important 


movo sinco tlio Inauguration of tho telephone 
striku BUS taken placo in this city, thu Balti- 
more & Ohio company coining to terms with 
its operators on all but ono point of dill'er- 
cmij—vi/«, a full recognition of tlio brother- 
hood, From thu very inception ot tlio strike 
tho Western Union oporntors and tho execu- 
tive of tho brotherhood havu maintained that 
thoir success or failure depended very largely 
upon tho action of thu Baltimore & Obio 
company. 
A portion of 
tho committee 


favored putting strikers in all ofllcos of the 
Baltimare & Ohio on any terms that could 
bo agreed upon, as a movo against tho West- 
orn Union. This was opposed by a majority, 
on tho ground that putting tho wires of tbe 
rival company at work would only relievo 
tho pressure on tho Western Union and really 
prove bouoflciul to .that company. Tlio idea 
was finally abandoned. 


Mr. Garrctt's conclusions wore that tho 


brotherhood had finally determined to I'.so 
tho employes of bis company as a menus of 
bringing Ills rival to terms. 
He was inclined 


to think this would prove a disastrous method 
of vvarfara 
Already much dissatisfaction 


existed among tho mon, who were prevented 
from rotnrnlng to work by tho arbitrary 
action of the brotherhood. A number of 
desertions 
havo 
occurred, 
and ho had 


positive assurance tlmt many more desired to 
return to their desks. On mingling with tho 
mon it was found that Mr. Garrel-t.'s view 
was based on a good foundation. 


Tho men insist that, though Mr. Garretl 


will not treat with a oommitteo of tuu broth- 
erhood ho is at any timo ready to meet a com- 
mittao of his own man, and that he has never 
axprossed (though directly asked) any objec- 
tion to employing or taking back members of 
tho organization. 


Tho Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph company 


stata that their position in regard to tho 
strike of the telegraphers is as follows: They 
aro willing and ready at any moment to hear 
and treat with tho mon in their own employ, 
aud to concede tho most liberal terms, but 
they positively decline, aud under no circum- 
stances will they treat with a committee of 
the brotherhood nor with ouy person not In 
their employment. This statement is innde 
ou tho authority of officials of the telegraph 
company. 


AT KEW YOHK. 


NEW YOBK, July 23.—The quiet of a vil- 


lage railroad office pervades tbo Western 
Union building. At tbe door of the operating 
room tho clicking of the instruments oould 
be heard in reduced volume. Many instru- 
ments were covered with cloth. The opera- 
tors look refreshed. 
The small amount of 


business enabled many of the Western Union 
operators to recruit their strength. 
Tbo 


company started in on the press business 
with clear hooks. Manager Handerson said 
that tho company could now handle the work 
brought in. Ho said they had clearer! up 
everything thtt was delayed during the first' 
three days, acd were now in good working 
order 
As to the probable duration of the 


Uif strike he said: "1 can't) tell. I don't 
think the ojon will hold out another week. 
They can't afford to. Many of thorn have 
fam'iUea dependent upon them for support. 


If they stay out very long it will cause a 
great deal of suffering. Of courso the corn- 
pony is losing nearly, but can afford it."

ST. PAUL, July 23.—Reports from tho vari- 


ous localities of this state, through which the

fine, and while It was of short duration in 
Its passngo its effects wero moro or less 
frightful. Engin, "U'abnsa county, suffered 
the utost. Only one life was lost there, but 
several 
'persons 
are 
seriously 
in- 


jured. 
Tho principal buildings in tho 


town woro demolished or unroofed. 
Tlio 


town has about 500 inhabitants and is situated 
sixteen miles north of Kyoto, the newest 
station on the main lino of tha Wiuoua A: bt. 
Peter railway. It is tho center of a fanning 
and dairying community, aud liko Its name- 
sake o£ Illinois, is locally noted for the 
cream and butter found in its stores. Many 
of its homes nro handsome-, having been put 
up by old residents, who have grown 
wealthy in agricultural pursuits. There are 
several churches, n bank, town hall and two 
hotels. 


Mcntorvillu, Dodge county, was struck 


about noon, and tho storm seemed to Increase, 
In violence as it passed over tho county; 
rivalling in destruction anything known to 
have visited that section of tho state. Mr. 
Dmitly's houso and barn, three miles north 
of Montorvillo, wero demolished. Mr. Dunt- 
ly was instantly killed and Mrs. Duntly 
fatally injured. Thu residence of E. Little; 
occupied by H. Hardin's family, was demol- 
ished, killing Miss May South, and severely 
injuring two of Mr. Hardiu's children. The 
mill aud residence of Mr. Mkldleton, ouo 
mile north of Byron, wore blown to pieces 
and Mr. Midrlloton instantly killed. 


These wero tho only fatalities reported, but 


there are jwrhaps thirty pel-sons more or loss 
seriously injured In ditVerent parts Of Dodgo 
county. Hesidcnccs, barns and buildings of 
nil kinds wore demolished, and conservative, 
estimates of tho damage done in and about 
Mantorvillo place them ut $125,000. Mankato 
was shaken up and badly burned by tho wind 
and lightning, although taero was no injury 
to pel-sons. 
A Northwestern passenger train was struck 


by tho storm when near Ovtitonnn, lifted 
from tho track aud curried thirty feet, and 
throe of tho cars turned bottom upwards. 
Tho engine was left standing on tho track 
uninjured. There wero twenty-five passen- 
gers in tho train, all of whom, except four, 
wero iujured. Fred Meyar, tho conductor, 
suil'ored tho fracture of his left arm above 
tho wrist, and had his head badly cut. Ono 
of tho passengers had a leg broken. All of 
tho Injured wore badly bruised aud shaken 
up. 
A car of u passenger train on tho 


Minneapolis & St. Louis road was blown 
from tho track who:> near Waseca, but no 
on» was injured. 


Tho towns of Kasson, 
Dodgo Center, 


IVaseoa, and Meriden wero all more or less 
damaged by tho storm, and reports of lives 
lost and people Injured and dying aro coming 
in from all aloug the track of the storm. 


Communications with the diltereat towns 


along tho roads is difficult, owing to the dam- 
age done to tho telegraph linos by wires and 
poles having been blown down. 
The aggro- 


gate amount of tho loss cannot bo less thau 
fliOO.OOO, and may amount to moro, us little 
Information has been received of importance 
from tho towns and villages away from the 
lines of tho railroad.' 


MILWAUKEE, July 23.-A train on tha 


Chicago & North western railroad was caught 
in a tornado fifteen milessouth of Groeii Bay, 
and nearly wrecked. Tho rain poured through 
tho cars and drenched tho prssengors. Tho 
cars stood on one rail for a long distance, 
owing to tho force of tho wind, aud trees foil 
across tho track, being broke oft liko pipo- 
Btems. The darkness was so great that tho 
engineer could not see out of the cab. 
At 


Kiinkauna several buildings wero wrocokod. 
The storm passed over to tho north and 
west. 
Lightning caused tho destruction of a pri- 


vate residence and a barn at La Crosso. 
Washouts occurred on nearly all tho railroads 
in this vicinity, and it Ls rumored that two 
trains wero thrown frou> tho track and tho 
passengers slightly injured by being thrown 
from their berths. 


Mrs. Grace Faull was killed at Dodgoville 


by tho fall of her houso, which was struck 
by the tornado, and another woman is re- 
ported to havo been, killed at a small town 
near Dodgevillo. Buildings woro blown down 
In every direction, aud crops wero pros- 
trated.

THE INTERNATIONAL SHOOT. 


John Bulls Byes Forty.Five Points 


Too Mnny for tho American Team. 
LONDON, July 23.-The international rifle 


match at 'Wimbledon was finished in a pour- 
ing rain. The grand total was 1,1)31 for tho 
British team and 1,000 for tho Americans. 
Tho lord mayor of London will entertain 
tho visitors. 


Tiio interest in the international rifle-matcn 


at IVimbledon has been greater this year 
than ever before. It exceeded by far the in- 
terest in even tho Queen's cup match last 
year. A most siugularoutcomo of tho match 
is declared by tho oculists to bo the fact that 
tlio shooting has developed a peculiar differ- 
ence between the eyesight of Americans and 
British, oven those of the most highly-devel- 
oped longsightedness. 
These scientists say 


thnt whenever tho weather was cloudy, 
misty, CM' threatening, the Americans invari- 
ably made bettor scores than thu British, but 
that with every clear improvement in sun- 
light the British gained. Tho weather Fri- 
day when tho short ranges wore shot was 
threatening all day, and in tho morning rain, 
and under tho 
dead 
sky 
tho 
Ameri- 


cans easily led. 
Next morning, when 


tho 
long-range 
shooting 
began, 
the 


weather was for a while threatening, and 
during this lime tho Americans led. Before 
the 'WO yards range was half shot out the 
weather gradually changed aud becamo 
steady, clear, warm and sunny, and as it did 
the British shooting steadily improved, until 
it so considerably led that of tho Americans 
as to defeat them. It must not bo supposed 
that tho British wero better shots at tho long 
range than tho Americans, and Inferior to 
them at tlio short. It may bo set down for a 
fact that tho AVimbludon teams of this year 
aro evenly matched. Tho scientists declare 
that close observations made- during the en- 
tire series of contests show that in point ol 
ability there is absolutory no choice between 
the teams as a whole, and further prove thai 
under misty, rainy, cloudy or threatening 
weather tho Americans would havo as cer- 
tainly excelled tho British ut all distances as 
the British would havo excelled tho Ameri- 
cans at all distances su clear, sunshiny 
weather. Scientists say that tho experience: 
Of sen captains corroborate the statement 
that Americans' eye-sight is generally fai 
more penetrating than tho eyesight of other 
nationalities in sunless weather. Tho scien- 
tific gentlemen who make thuso observation! 
have ventured no explanations, although it 
has liocn generally supposed that the territory 
of the Uuitod States has far moro than a 
normal share of hot, sunny weather tor a 
country iu a temperate zone.

Tho trade dollar 


vas eagerly received by the Chiucse, 
and its' advent was the doom of ihe ifl- 
crioi1 Mexican coin in that, empire. 


Among the coin collectors there has 


icon a fierce competition for years for 
,he silver dollar of 1804. 
This is one of 


,bc rarest of all the American silver 
pieces, not more than six authentic 
ipecimciis, according to the opinion of 
Trustworthy experts, being in existence. 
There is no certainty as to t.hc reason 
ror tho scarcity of dollars of this date, 
sut it is a legend among collectors that 
in 1804 there was n cargo of tea received 
in this country on the cash basis, and 
it took all the dollars of that year's 
coinage—between $19,000and S'20,000— 
/) satisfy Ihe Chinese, who havo always 
lad a holy horror of subsidnry coin. 
One of tho peculiarities of the Chinese 


is that all foreign, coins of standard 
value received by them is recoined by 
their Government. 
The same rule pre- 


vails in this country as to foreign coin, 
which must be sent to the assay office 
and thence to themintforcoinage before 
t can go into general circulation. 


Tho scarcity of the 180-1 silver dollars 


•ong since inspired the genius of un- 
irincipled men, and the result is_tliat 
.here are many copies of the old coin in 
existence that pass as genuine, and ara 
shown in otherwise good collections. 
As has already boon said, there are 
only six of the genuine coins now 
kuoVn; those that, glitter in show-cases 
are accurate fac-simJles, perhaps, but 
they are not genuine, 
nevertheless. 


There is a story among collectors to thn 
effect that a relative of the Superinten- 
dent of the mint—a son, it is believed— 
caused a dozen or fifteen impressions 
from the original die of the 1804 dollar 
to be made, "and sold them even then at 
fancy prices; but the old gentleman, 
the soul of honor, found out what he 
had done, and managed at groat ex- 
pense, lo suppress all but two or three 
evidences of his son's crime; but several 
counterfeits of the 180-t dollar havo 
been made, and some of these are fond- 
ly believed in by their owners. 
In. 137(3 


one of these w:is offered to a well-known 
Philadelphia collector, who was nearly 
taken in by it. 
Since that time the 180-1 


dollar has'buou sold four or live limes, 
generally for from *:iOO lo 8-100. There 
was a doubt of the authenticity of each 
of these specimens, aliliough if they arc 
counterfeits they ara very nearly equal 
to the genuine. 


Six or seven years ago silver dollars 


of 1801, ISO'.' and ISO;? wore offered for 
sale to J. Calvin Randall, the Chestnut 
street collector, for *50 each. 
He re- 


quested that they be left with him for 
examination, uncf his inspection proved 
that they were not of the dates they 
bore, although 
I hey were of standard 


silver ar.d approved weight. 
In the 


1S(W dollar the 2 was out of plumb and 
there were .severalother defects that did 
not; appear in the genuine. 


"Is there anv counterfeiting of rare 


coins?" Mr. Randall was asked yester- 
day. 


•There has not boon a great deal 


hitherto," was the reply, "but 
if the 


demand increases as it has been doing 
•within the lost few years, it cannot fail 
to bring forth hostsof counterfeits. You 
sec. Flood, one of the California bonanza 
men, has been bitten, with the mania for 
collection, and has his agent at all the 
sales. 
Then there are Mr. Garret,!., a 


very wealthy gentleman of Baltimore, 
and L. Parmloe of Boston, a baker of 
pork and beans, but very rich, and half 
a score of other ardent collectors, ;vll_of 
whom stand ready to pay high prices for 
rarities. An 1804 dollar, genuine, should 
be worth at: least Si.000; and I think 
if uny of thorn come under the hammer 
you will find very heavy bidding lor 
them. 
The last one that was sold fell 


to H. S. Adams, the cashier of tho Bos- 
ton postoflice, for 8520. 
That w:is dirt 


cheap. 
The coiu originally belonged to 


Colonel Cohen, of Baltimore, who got it 
somewhere in Virginia. 
It is now in the 


collection of Parmlee, of Boston. I don't 
know what he paid for it. 
Altogether, 


though, I think the temptation to coun- 
terfeit rare coins jusc now is very 
strong, the taste for collecting is spread- 
in"- so widely, and I do not think that 
public warning will be out of place.

believe the "re-strikers" of tho 1804 
dollar made by the mint officials are not 
marked on the edges like the coins that 
got into circulation.

fight shy of 1804
